THE SAN FRANCISCO 
FIRE. 


The destruction bv tire of the book and 
publishing establishment of A. L. Ban­ 
croft A Co. in Nan Francisco is a reallv 
great loss to the State. 
The legal blanks 
plates destroyed will occasion no little in­ 
convenience to the public; the destruction 
of several thousand law books, some of 
which are rare, will enhance the values of 
after attem pting to ir.ur-j law publications on the coast; the loss of 
the map plates of II. If. Bancroft's superb 
History of the Pacific States of the Amer­ 
icas wili he felt as a serious blow, for it is 
scarcely probable that they will ever he 
replaced. 
It is gratifying to know that 
the greater number of the plates of the 
text of the histories escaped destruction. 
These volumes, which at first were received 
coldly, have now won an enviable [dace 
among historical productions, and had the 
plates been melted down it is probable that 
the pages would not have been reset, for 
Mr. Bancroft has expended such a great 
sum of money, and so many years of a use­ 
ful 
life 
upon 
his 
histories, 
with 
comparatively so small financial return as 
yet, that the destruction of the stereotypes 
would have lieen almost equivalent to 
blotting out his life-work. The fire throws 
out of employment also nearly 400 wage- 
winners, and destroyed one of the most 
extensive business houses of the country. 
The insurance is so light that we can 
scarcely expect the house to attain its old 
prominence in trade again, though it has 
the pluck to announce a new beginning of 
business at once. 
But when men have 
reached middle age, and the labors of 
their life-time are swept away in an hour, 
they are unlikely to rebuild their business 
to its former full proportions. 
W here the 
gain coines in to the people, is, of course, 
in the new demand that will be created 
for the importatian of book stock. A trade 
that justified the filling of shelves w ith a 
hundred thousand volumes of the best 
literature of the world, will justify the 
bringnig to t lie State of another stock. 
But 
it is more than likely th at this will he 
met in large part by other houses, so that 
there will he something of a stimulus 
given to the general book trade in San 
Francisco as a result of the great fire. 
But whatever the incidental gains such 
destruction of 
valuable 
property is a 
heavy blow to San Francisco and will he 
seriously felt. 


LABOR IN 
FRUIT DISTRICTS. 


The discussion and consultation on F ri­ 
day lictwecn the fruit men and the Labor 
Commissioner and the representatives of 
the anti-Chinese organizations, had pre­ 
cisely the result anticipated. They parted 
a widely divided in opinion as when they 
met. 
The fruit people declared that they 
<• mid not now substitute white for Chinese 
labor; that the risk was more than they 
should lie asked to assume, and that their 
exi'erience had taught them that available 
white labor is not adapted to their needs. 
But they ’* resolved ” that just as soon as 
possible, and as rapidly as they can, they 
will displace the Chinese and give em­ 
ployment to w hite workers. 
On the other 
hand, the anti-Chinese advocates con­ 
tended that from 5,000 to 10,000 white la- 
liorers can be furnished within thirty days 
it assurance is given of employment for a 
reasonable period, and fair treatment as 
regards board and lodging, and that the 
wages demanded shall not much exceed 
those paid to( hinoso laborers in vineyard 
and orchard. 
Moreover, it was asserted 
that tiiese white workers will he of a stoadv 
chis*, and capable of learning quicklv, 
while many of them are already skilled in 
the business of fruit gathering and pack­ 
ing. 
The m atter is left with the fruit­ 
growers. of aourse. They must and will re­ 
main the judges ot the proposed displace- 
lu nt, when it shall take place and to what 
extent. 
There is no (tower to compel them 
. la net summarily, and the boycott, as a 
Ui ans to that end, is confessed to he in- 
e Teotive. • There seems to lie no disposi- 
si til to retain the Chinese absolutely, hilt 
- ic difficulty all resides in the method 
of making a change.

of a Chinaman, will make the effort of 
p acing the next white laborer less diffi- 
cu't. 
The fear and hesitancy of the fruit­ 
growers are perfectly natural. 
It ought 
not occasion surprise that they are inani-

It may, or it may not be excess of 
caution, but from the business standpoint 
the action taken is certainly defensible, 
and just such as the cultivator ought to he 
expected to take, who has a fruit crop at 
stake. The friends of free white labor should 
continue their exertions to procure the 
km 1 ot workers needed, to prove the re­ 
liability of faithfulness of sueli labor, and 
they will find the Chinese displaced more 
rapidly and effectually than is possible 
un ler a policy of threatenings. 


GOOD NEWS. 


It cheers the hearts of all men who be­ 
lieve Chinese immigration to he a threat 
to the American system and to Anglo­ 
S ixon civilization, to learn that a United 
S.ates Senate Committee has reported a 
hill favorably that, it is lielieved will, if it 
becomes a law, put an effectual check upon 
the incoming tide of Asiatic slaves.

Tlie R ailro a d R oute to P ortlan d . 
r 
[San Francisco Call ] 
Work on the California and Oregon Rail­ 
road is advancing as rapidly as the rugged 
nature of the country in which the tunnel­ 
ing and tracklaying is now being done will 
permit. The road is now in full operation 
from Sacramento to a point about sixteen 
miles north of Delta, or far up in Shasta 
county, the distance to Delta from Sacra­ 
mento being 208 miles. General Manager 
Towne states that, by the end of July, the 
company expects lo carry passenger's and 
freight as tar as Lower Sulphur Springs, 
232 miles from Sacramento. 
This wili 
shorten the stage ride between the end of 
the track of the California division, and 
tUat of the Oregon division, to about eighty 
miles. The intervening strip of country is 
■ extremely rugged, and it will necessarily 
require considerable time to make the tun­ 
nels and cuts. The route is described as 
j one of the most picturesque and charm ­ 
ingly scenic on the coast.” but the main 
thing to consider is the fact that it will 
open ii() a vast extent of desirable land to 
settlement. 
Some of the Portland and other Oregon 
papers have from tim e to time expressed 
fears that the final completion of this Cali­ 
fornia division to a junction with tlie Ore­ 
gon Railroad, thus forming an overland 
line between San Francisco and Portland, 
would prove very injurious to the hitter's 
business interests 
It is difficult to under­ 
stand how this can be so. The history of 
the A tlantic seaboard is certain to be* re­ 
peated u[ion this coast. 
San Francisco 
must be the great center of population, the 
focus of trade, as New Y'ork is. 
Portland 
will bear about the same relation to us 
that Boston does to New York. 
As tlie 
latter citv has grown and developed its 
business. Boston, Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more have advanced in a corresponding 
degree, and the more so owing to the per­ 
fection of their means of speedy comm uni­ 
cation with the metropolis. 
As San ¿fran­ 
cisco develops, so, in the same ratio, will 
Portland, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles and 
San Diego, and the better transportation 
facilities between each of them and the 
metropolis of the coast, the more will it 
advantage them. 
Portland will undoubt­ 
edly find a decided benefit in the comple­ 
tion of this new line, and in any event it 
will not hurt her. Such has been the ex­ 
perience of the new roads at the E ast; 
such will undoubtedly be the experience 
here.

It is reported that Justice Stanley Mat­ 
thews .s to be married in June to Mrs. 
Thacker, of New York. 
William Gilmore tried to m urder Miss 
May Saunders, and then cut his own throat, 
in Cumberland county, 111. 
Arrests of boyeotters continue in New 
York. 
The maximum penalty for the 
offense is five years in prison.
